SALE OF EKHEMKA FOILS 
MUSEUM S BID FOR GRANT 


LOTTERY FUND TURNS DOWN APPLICATION FOR£240,000 


Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil has been denied a grant of 
£240,000 from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF) after it lost 
its Arts Council accredita¬ 
tion for selling the Sekhemka 
statue. 

The council made an applica¬ 
tion to fund a display of 19th to 
21st Century designer shoes 
at Northampton Museum 
through the Collecting Cul¬ 
tures programme. 

After assessing all the bids, 
HLF provided £5 million of 
funding to 23 museums and 
libraries throughout the UK, 
but rejected the borough 
council’s bid as it was ruled 
“ineligible” because appli¬ 
cants must have Arts Council 
accreditation. 

In August, Arts Council 
England announced it had 
stripped Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council of its museums 
service accreditation due to 
the controversial sale of the 
Egyptian statue, Sekhemka, 


which was sold for £15.8 mil¬ 
lion at an auction at Christie’s. 

An HLF spokesman said: 
“The Heritage Lottery Fund 
rejected Northampton Coun¬ 
cil’s Collecting Cultures ap¬ 
plication because it was 
ineligible for that particular 
programme. We would assess 
any other future applications 
on their own merits.” 

An HLF spokesman said 
the rejection of the grant of¬ 
fer would not prevent the 
borough council from apply¬ 
ing for other funding streams, 
providing they did not require 
a condition of Arts Council ac¬ 
creditation. 

The borough council re¬ 
ceived £130,000 from HLF for 
a shoe exhibition in 2008 and, 
more recently, £3.6 million in 
October 2013 to help fund the 
restoration of Delapre Abbey. 

A spokesman for North¬ 
ampton Borough Council 
claimed the application to 
the HLF had been a “joint” 
bid with the London College 


of Fashion before the sale of 
Sekhemka 

The council spokesman 
said: “While disappointed, we 
do understand that organisa¬ 
tions such as the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund have a duty to bring 
as many projects to fruition 
as possible and reach the wid¬ 
est possible audience, which 
means in this round North¬ 
ampton has missed out. We 
will continue to expand our 
collection to provide excel¬ 
lent exhibitions and tell the 
story of Northampton as we 
welcome visitors to our town.” 

The HLF spokesman said 
the fact the Arts Council ac¬ 
creditation was removed 
during the applicant assess¬ 
ment process meant the bid 
was “ineligible”, even though 
it was made before the sale of 
Sekhemka. 

The spokesman also reject¬ 
ed the borough council’s sug¬ 
gestion it had not received any 
money because the funding 
stream was “oversubscribed”.

Victims of crime to 
get a louder Voice 


Northamptonshire’s Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
(PCC) said the county’s new 
victim support service would 
be “cutting-edge, transpar¬ 
ent, accountable and better 
than anything in the past”. 
VOICE began operating on 
October l and is the UK’s first 
service that provides support 
for victims with witness care 
to provide a single point of 
contact through the criminal 
justice system. 

The service, previously 
run by Victim Support, now 
comes under the responsibil¬ 


ity of PCC Adam Simmonds. 

Mr Simmonds said: “I am 
beyond delighted to launch 
VOICE. Putting victims at the 
heart of the criminal justice 
system has been the driving 
force of my time as PCC and 
I believe this service will im¬ 
prove the provision in North¬ 
amptonshire. 

“We have worked incred¬ 
ibly hard to provide a service 
that is cutting-edge, trans¬ 
parent, accountable and bet¬ 
ter than anything we’ve had in 
the past. 

“Victims of crime do not 
have a choice in being given 


that label and should expect to 
have the support they need as 
they go through the criminal 
justice system. This is about 
putting victims at the centre 
of what we do and not leaving 
them on the sidelines. 

“The impact of being a vic¬ 
tim of crime cannot be under¬ 
estimated and it is essential 
that people are able to access 
the help they need.” 

VOICE, which has been 
funded by a £180,000 grant 
from the Ministry of Justice, 
will provide specialist sup¬ 
port that was not previously 
available for victims of persist¬ 


ently-targeted anti-social be¬ 
haviour, families affected by 
serious and fatal road traffic 
collisions and victims of do¬ 
mestic violence. 

The new service will offer 
a named point of contact for 
victims to liaise with directly 
and people will be able to con¬ 
tact VOICE even if they do not 
want to report a crime.

■ Linda Lee, a solicitor and former 
President of the Law Society of 
England and Wales, has been ap¬ 


pointed as chair of the organisa¬ 
tion. 

■ She will now put together a 
board of governors that will meet 
regularly to ensure the aims of the 
organisation are being met. 

■ Mrs Lee said: “I am delighted to 
be the first chair of VOICE and have 


the opportunity to make a differ¬ 
ence to the people of Northamp¬ 
tonshire. 

■ “My role isto ensure victimsand 
witnesses do have a voice. I will be 
an independent voice. I will make 
sure victims and witnesses remain 
at the top of the agenda.”

COUNTING COSTS: Management at Northamptkn General Hospital say 


More savings at Northampton 
General Hospital (NGH) are 
impossible without jeopard¬ 
ising patient care, its chief 
executive has said. 

Dr Sonia Swart told the Chron 
that NGH is set for a deficit of 
at least £14 million by the end 
of March next year. 

NGH said it hoped ongo¬ 
ing reorganisation plans be¬ 
ing worked on by it, the NHS 
and social services, could stop 
the deficit recurring in the 
long term. 

But, even five months out, 
there is little the hospital can 
do to reduce the deficit this 
year, Dr Swart said. 

“In the short term we have 
done everything we can,” she 
said. “The next steps would be 
cutting back on bank nurses 
or not opening up wards for 
emergency patients waiting 
to be seen. 

“We have taken the deci¬ 
sion not to do that just to bal¬ 
ance the books, because there 
would be an impact on pa¬ 
tient care. As a board we have 
drawn the line.” 

The hospital is still in 
talks with an over-arching 
NHS body called the Trust De¬ 
velopment Authority (TDA) 


about the deficit. Whether 
action is taken depends on 
whether the TDA believes 
NGH bosses have done eve¬ 
rything in their power to save 
money. 

Dr Swart is hopeful they 
will share her view that high 
levels of A&E patients are the 
major cause of the deficit. 


She said: “From March to 
October 2014 there was a 121 
per cent annual increase in 
the most acutely ill A&E pa¬ 
tients. 

“However, our contract 
with NHS Nene says we only 
get paid in full for a set amount 
of patients we admit. After 
that threshold, [£45.501 per 
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harm our patients'

Foreign staff 
nurses sought to 
meet shortages 


Part of the reason for NGH’s 
projected deficit is its reliance on 
expensive bank nurses. 

Because of the benefits of flex¬ 
ibility and higher rates of pay, 
more nurses are opting to be on 
the bank list rather than working 
directly for NGH. 

There is also a shortage across 
the United Kingdom of trained 
British nurses, who are generally 
more likely than foreign staff to 
stay in posts long-term. 

This has led NGH to again look 
abroad to fill its rosters. 

In previous years it had been 
forced to recruit from Portugal, 
Ireland and Spain but Dr Swart 
said she was now prepared to 
look even further afield.

NHS England said it intro¬ 
duced the A&E threshold rule 
in 2010/11 in response to con¬ 
cerns about growth in the vol¬ 
ume of A&E patients. 

It said that “if the baseline 
has been set appropriately, the 


number of patients triggering 
this marginal rate should not 
be large.” The rule is intended 
to give acute hospitals an in¬ 
centive to manage demand for 
avoidable admissions. 

NHS England says hospi¬ 
tals can meet the threshold, 
by, for example, “deploy¬ 
ing best clinical practice 


in their A&E departments” 
such as seven-day consultant 
cover and linking with other 
providers, such as social work¬ 
ers and GPs, to avoid prevent¬ 
able emergency admissions. 

NHS Nene said it invests 
the withheld A&E funds in 
services to reduce emergen¬ 
cy admissions.

Northgatewill

Work to install a new heating 
system at the North Gate bus 
station is set to be finished 
within the ‘next few weeks’, a 
borough council spokesman 
has said. 

The council announced that 
the bus station, which opened 
in March, would be fitted with 
a heating and cooling system 
following strong feedback 
from bus users at a full coun¬ 
cil meeting on June 14. 

A spokesman for the coun¬ 
cil this week confirmed: “A 
new heating and cooling sys¬ 
tem is being installed at North 


Gate bus station. 

“The work should be com¬ 
pleted in the next few weeks 
and will help us to maintain 
the appropriate temperature 
in the summer and winter.” 

Chron readers expressed a 
mixture of relief that the bus 
staion will be be warmed and 
puzzlement as to why a heat¬ 
ing system was not installed 
when the facility was built. 

There was also some con¬ 
cern among bus users that 
it could be heated properly 
because of gaps around the 
doors, which have to open 
frequently. 


Bethanie-Jade MacDonald 
said on the Chron ’s Facebook 
page: “The heating is just go¬ 
ing to be pointless because of 
the gaps at the bottom of the 
doors. 

“Yesterday morning I sat 
down and did a little squeal as 
the seat was freezing! ” 

Another passenger, Tot- 
ty Villette, said: “Surely this 
should have been completed 
during the build? Also with 
the temperatures dropping 
quickly, its going to be freez¬ 
ing at some point during the 
next few weeks”

More choice for your yen

How can you not warm to a 
car when the man charged 
with selling hundreds of them 
tells you the company 'went 
through a pretty sticky patch 
three or four years ago.’ 
Refreshingly honest as that 
statement was, you know 
he’d only utter the words if 
the world did not look a ros¬ 
ier place today, to sell us... 
a Subaru. 

And it does, principally be¬ 
cause the country where the 
cars come from - Japan - is 
now much weaker economi¬ 
cally compared to the UK than 


it was a few years ago. That 
means your pound goes a lot 
further when you have to buy 
something in yen from Japan, 
as the importers of Subarus 
to the UK must do before they 
have something to sell us here. 

The car you see here is a 
prime example of this new¬ 
found value. For the same sort 
of money you need for some¬ 
thing like a Ford Focus, you 
can turn to a Subaru Impreza 
and discover a car that’s very 
deliberately different. 

The differences go deep, 
with features fitted as stand¬ 
ard that are either expensive 
extras or simply not offered 
on mainstream rivals, like the 
Focus and a host of other big- 
sellers. 


Top of the list (and no sur¬ 
prise to Subaru fans) is per¬ 
manent four-wheel drive. It’s 
the proper deal, not the half¬ 
hearted on-demand system 
rivals sometimes offer and 
which only chimes in when 


wheels start to spin. 

It gives the rather ordi¬ 
nary-looking Impreza hatch¬ 
back the all-weather grip that 
makes it instantly attractive 
to people like vets and rural 
doctors. 


This technology-pack¬ 
aged car costs surprisingly 
little, starting at £17,495 for 
the manual gearbox version 
and rising to £18,995 for an 
automatic. That model is a 
bit slower but actually a little 
more economical. 

Not that either version is 
a star in the economy stakes. 
Both feature the same engine. 

It’s always had a liking for 
petrol, although with noth¬ 
ing like the thirst of the famed 
rally Subarus of a decade or 
so ago; now reborn and avail¬ 
able in road-going trim as 
the £28,995 WRX STI, which 
will happily return less than 
2ompg used with enthusiasm. 

You might get double that 
in the Impreza tested here (ac¬ 


tually 38mpg on the test drive) 
which maybe good enough not 
to put off potential purchas¬ 
ers. 

They’ll be more attracted 
to the pile of standard kit that 
comes with today’s reasonably 
priced Impreza, from climate 
control air conditioning, heat¬ 
ed front seats and cruise con¬ 
trol to Bluetooth, eight airbags 
and a reversing camera. 

No problems with the ride, 
either, which lets the car flow 
nicely on broken British road 
surfaces, thanks in part to the 
fitment of modestly-sized al¬ 
loy wheels and tyres with de¬ 
cently tall sidewalls. 

That’s a typically sensible 
feature in a car that feels sen¬ 
sible all the way through.

Cobblers boss vows to be careful with his leading goalscorer

Marc Richards returned to 
Cobblers training this week 
but manager Chris Wilder has 
vowed to be careful with his 
leading goalscorer.
